The SBDC serves the
Southern Maryland tri-county business community by providing counseling and
education programs for existing business owners and start-up entrepreneurs.

Commissioner Mattingly moved, seconded by Commissioner Jarboe, to approve and
authorize the Commissioner President to sign the Memorandum of Understanding
with the College of Southern Maryland on behalf of its Small Business Development
Center Program for Fiscal Year 2007. Motion carried 5-0.

COMMUNITY DEVELOPMENT CORPORATION: PROPOSAL TO CONVERT
REVOLVING LOAN FUND INTO A PROGRAM LIMITED TO LOAN
GUARANTEES ONLY

The St. Mary’s County Community Development Corporation (CDC) promotes private
and public investment in St. Mary’s County. The Small Business Loan Program provides
guarantees for under collateralized loans for start-up or early stage small businesses
located in one or more of the County’s Priority Funding Areas. There are 11 Priority
Funding Areas in St. Mary’s County.

Commissioner Dement moved, seconded by Commissioner Jarboe, to authorize the
Community Development Corporation to convert the Revolving Loan Program
from a direct lending program into a Small Business Loan Guarantee Program to
improve access to these funds for start-ups and early stage business expansions for
locally-owned companies located in one or more of the County’s eleven Priority
Funding Areas. Motion carried 5-0.

Commissioner Raley moved, seconded by Commissioner Jarboe, to approve and
authorize the Commissioner President to sign the Budget Amendment in the
amount of $20,000 for the Sex Offender and Compliance Enforcement in Maryland
grant from the Governor’s Office for “Project VERIFY.” Motion carried 5-0.

Commissioner Dement moved, seconded by Commissioner Mattingly, to approve
the Budget Amendment returning $21,085 to the BOCC Emergency Appropriation
Reserve, due to non-receipt of the grant. Motion carried 5-0.

Commissioner Dement moved, seconded by Commissioner Mattingly, to approve
and authorize the Commissioner President to sign the Budget Amendment in the
amount of $53,967 to restore $43,173 in Bryne Grant Funding to the grant reserve
accounts and $10,794 to the BOCC Emergency Appropriation Reserve. Motion
carried 5-0.



Commissioner Dement moved, seconded by Commissioner Mattingly, to approve
and authorize the Commissioner President to sign the Budget Amendment in the
amount of $16,353 to set up Project “Cold Case”, Project #US0729. Motion carried
5-0.

3. Department of Public Works and Transportation (George Erichsen, P.E.,
DPW&T Director)

Commissioner Raley moved, seconded by Commissioner Dement, to approve and
sign Resolutions to: accept streets in the Willow Woods Subdivision, Section 1, g™
Election District, into the County’s Highway Maintenance system; and to post 25-
mph speed limit and stop signs on said roads. Motion carried 5-0.

4. Circuit Court - Legal (Elaine Kramer, CFO, on behalf of Teresa Weeks, Sr. Legal

Commissioner Raley moved, seconded by Commissioner Jarboe, to approve and
authorize the Commissioner President to sign the Budget Amendment to set up the
FYO07 portion of the Cooperative Reimbursement Agreement budget and increase
the County’s match by $808 in accordance with the actual grant agreement/award.
Motion carried 5-0.
